Washington, May 12.—The secretary 
of state says that the Spanish govern­ 
ment has acted very handsomely in 
yielding to the request of the United 
States to suspend judgment in the ease 
of the crew of the schooner Competitor 
until he can have an opportunity to 
submit reasons why the treaty stipula­ 
tions have been violated by their trial 
by court-martial. 
In fact, every re­ 
quest and suggestion that has yet been 
made by the United States to the gov­ 
ernm ent of Spain has 
received 
the 
greatest consideration, and although 
the Spanish press and a portion of the 
people have made hostile demonstra­ 
tions toward this country, the ministry 
has done everything possible to pro­ 
mote friendly feelings. 
On the other 
hand, the violation of the neutrality 
laws by citizens of the United States 
has been frequent and our courts have 
not yet been able to convict a single 
offender. 
Nor have the officers of the 
United States been able to prevent the 
sailing of vessels laden with arms and 
ammunition which have been reported 
by the Spanish ministers and consuls 
in this country as carrying contrabands 
of war. 
Every day or two some vessel 
lands in Cuba with supplies for the in­ 
surgents from the United States, and, 
although the president and secretary 
of state have issued the most rigid in­ 
structions, local officers have shown 
themselves either incompetent or un­ 
willing to carry them out. 
Therefore, 
if there is a row between the two coun­ 
tries ft will be our own fault. 
The 
president and the officials of the state 
departm ent have been awaiting with in­ 
terest the speech from the throne de­ 
livered by the queen to the Spanish 
cortes Monday afternoon, as it was ex­ 
pected to contain an outline of her policy 
regarding the reforms to be introduced 
into Cuba. 
When 
that plan is re­ 
ceived in W ashington the president 
will define his policy toward the Cuban 
revolution either in a message to con­ 
gress or a letter from the secretary of 
state to the minister of Spain in W ash­ 
ington.

W ashington, May 12.—The California 
deep-water harbor project was before 
the senate most of the day. It is sel­ 
dom that a local improvement arouses 
so much feeling among senators, mani­ 
festing itself in a debate of unusual 
animation and of considerable personal 
feeling. 
Mr. Berry (Ark.) began the 
debate today, declaring that this pro­ 
posed expenditure of $3,000,000 was 
against the public interests and in the 
private interest of C. P. Huntington of 
the Southern Pacific. 
Senators Vest 
and Caffrey took the ground that no ap­ 
propriation should be made at present. 
Mr. Frye, chairman of the commerce 
committee, replied to the strictures 
upon the proposition and vehemently 
characterized the criticisms of Mr.

Cleveland, May 12.—Bishop Waldon 
presided Monday morning at the open­ 
ing of the Methodist general confer­ 
ence. The first business of the day was 
the introduction of a resolution pro­ 
viding that all future sessions of the 
conference be held in church buildings, 
if possible, 
and that the committee 
on entertainm ent for 1896 be

California, presented a resolution de­ 
claring that color and caste do not 
enter into the conference, and further 
declaring that the election of a bishop 
of African descent should be viewed 
solely in the light of ability and with­ 
out regard to color. 
It was presented 
for adoption, but the conference re­ 
ferred it to the committee on episco­ 
pacy. 
The first formal application for the 
conference of 1900 was presented by 
Saratoga Springs, N. Y., and was re­ 
ferred to the committee on entertain­ 
ment. 
The committee on Freedman’s Aid 
made its first report on a petition from 
the Delaware conference to change the 
name to Southern Education Society. 
The upper Mississippi conference pro­ 
tested against this. The report of the 
committee was in favor of retaining the 
name as it is now. The question was 
debated at some length, and various 
motions were made to refer or post­ 
pone, but all were defeated and the re­ 
port was adopted.

In the United States, despite the ef­ 
forts of public opinion in the contrary 
direction, the president and his govern­ 
ment have not separated themselves 
from the line of conduct and the loyal 
friendship which have always existed 
between the two countries since the 
creation of the republic. 
The pope has given renewed sym­ 
pathy to Spain. 
The 
government, the speech 
con­ 
tinues, will present the declaration? 
signed by Japan on the subject of the 
delimitation of the Spanish and Japan­ 
ese possessions in the far cast. 
The speech praises the conduct of the 
army and navy during the struggle in 
Cuba. The government is actively oc­ 
cupied with an Increase of the defenses 
for the peninsula and for the colonies. 
The army will soon be provided with 
new pattern rifles and a complete artil­ 
lery equipment. Spain has already In­ 
creased her navy by twenty-five gun­ 
boats and other vessels. 
An extraor­ 
dinary budget will be presented to pro­ 
vide for the acquisition of new ships 
and for improving the arsenals. 
The queen regent referred during 
the speech to the measure voted by the 
chambers for reform in Cuba and Porto 
Rico. Despite these measures, she said, 
the rebellion had broken out in Cuba 
because the rebels desired independ­ 
ence, and not local autonomy. If the re­ 
bellion triumphed Cuba would take a 
step backward in civilization, interest, 
industry and commerce. 
Cuba could 
not prosper with independence.

Keppler issued the first edition of Puck 
as a German publication. Before long 
the German edition was supplemented 
with an English edition, and Mr. Bun­ 
ner was made the assistant editor, and 
later he was placed in charge as editor. 
In addition to his work on Puck Mr. 
Bunner was a frequent contributor to 
the leading magazines and was the 
author of a number of works. The most 
notable of these were “A Woman of 
Honor,” published in 1883; “Airs from 
Arcady and Elsewhere” (poems), 1884; 
“The Midge,” 1886; “The Story of a 
New York House,” 1887, and “In Part­ 
nership,” a collection of stories, 1884.

One of the largest checks ever drawn 
in this country was 
$16,000,000,

President Roberts, of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, in payment of 200,000 shares 
of P. W. & B. R. R. stock.

An A n im al W h ich 
K n ow in g 
Sportsm en 
F in d on C orsican H ills. 
There are some surprises awaiting 
the sportsman who visits Corsica, a few' 
of which are told about in the Badmin­ 
ton Magazine. The writer of the article 
was a British naval officer, and the 
Corsican commandant treated him and 
his party very politely, refused to look 
at their hunting permits and passports, 
gave them a dinner with fine cigars 
and wine captured from a brigand band 
by his own gendarmes, and sent for the 
best native guide to be put at their 
disposal. W hat is more, he put a small 
squad of cavalry at their service to res­ 
cue any member of the party so un­ 
fortunate as to be captured and held 
for ransom. 
The goatherd who served as 
guide 
was a good one. He knew the mouflon, 
or wild mountain sheep, perfectly, and 
it was through his efforts mainly that 
the party was successful. 
The writer 
carried 
a 38-calibre, double-barreled 
express rifle, shooting a hard-head bul­ 
let. 
A long, hard climb in the steep 
mountains, with frequent pauses for 
using the telescope, resulted in sighting 
the quarry moving in a patch of heath 
er, which frequently hid them from 
view. All but the old ram were feeding 
in a restless, shifty manner; he was 
perched on an overhanging ledge look 
ing out for hunters. The mouflon knows 
a thing or two, and when a flock are 
feeding they always have some keen 
old ram or ewe where it can see the 
country below best. They are as wild 
as, perhaps wilder, than any of their 
kind, whether found in Europe, Asia or 
America; but, like others, they may be 
approached from above, 
wind and 
ground permitting. 
No bungler need 
hope for one, as they are so constantly 
hunted by natives as to be always on 
the lookout. 
The natives kill at all 
times, and kill all things from lambs to 
rams. The first kill was by good luck, 
not by reason of skill, for the animals 
ran past one of the party, who shot, at 
eighty yards, missed the big ram, and 
hit another, which happened to he just 
beyond, in the neck. The throat shot 
Is a right good one to make. It kills 
quicker than either head or shoulder 
shots, which are somewhat easier to 
make. 
The guide refused to dress the killed 
animal. 
“Why should he waste the 
best part?” he asked. So he carried the 
seventy-three pounds five miles to 
camp, where he got his choice and the 
Englishmen got theirs. 
Their camp was an attractive place, 
at the edge of a clump of trees, at least 
120 feet high, near a babbling 
trout 
stream, just fifteen miles from Corte. 
They bought some fresh milk, a loaf of 
chestnut bread, and some goat milk 
cheese, Just to get acquainted with the 
herders of a big flock of goats and a few 
sheep. 
Later they were welcomed to 
huts of the herders, which shows the 
best way to treat the natives of any re­ 
gion, more especially in a region where 
native cavalry is put at one’s disposal 
by good-natured officials. If they had 
put themselves on pinnacles for the 
herders to look at, half the fun of the 
trip would have been lost, or gained, in 
man hunting.

Janesville lawyers and the author­ 
ities of Rock county are considerably 
• interested in a decision of the Min­ 
nesota supreme court at St. Paul. 
The suprene court has decided that 
the county “jag cure law” passed by 
the last legislature is invalid for the 
reason that it confers upon the pro­ 
bate judge power not contemplated 
by 
the constitution. 
The 
opinion 
was written by Justice Mitchell, who 
says that neither the legislative nor 
the executive branch of the govern- 
mant can assign to the judiciary dut­ 
ies not judicial. 
In this 
case the 
duties are not judicial, for the place 
where the inebriate is to be treated is 
not desigoaied by the judge, but by 
three citizens 
to be 
appointed by 
him. 
In the next place the question 
as to whether 
he will go to 
an 
institution or whether he will stay 
there after he has gone voluntarily 
there rests entirely with the inebriate 
himself. 
The probate judge cannot 
commit him against his will and after 
he has entered the institute 
volun­ 
tarily he may leave at any time it 
suits his fancy. 
In no sense can the 
probate judge or the commission of 
officers of the institution assume any 
rights of guardianship over the in­ 
ebriate. 
Hence the rules applying to 
guardianship give the probate judge 
no authority in cases of this kind be­ 
cause they do not apply. 
The case on which the decision is 
made 
is that of 
Frank 
Foreman 
against the county commissioners of 
Hennepin oounty. 
Foreman is propri­ 
etor of the Keeley institute and sought 
to compel toe commissioners to com­ 
ply with the law of that county.

district court sustained the law but 
the supreme court has reversed that 
decision.

Hail and rain

were hidden absolutely. 
As they ap 
proached the rail road crossiug 
the 
storm ' was at its worst. 
The

was furious and both 
women had 
shawls about their heads as mufflers. 
In the storm the roar of an ap 
proaching train was lost. 
The crossing is in plain view for a 
mile on either side but in that storm 
nothing could be seen.
